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LONTANO (“from a distance”) was first performed in 1967 at the 
Donaueschinger Musiktage. The first Canadian performance of this 
work was given by tonight’s conductor, Victor Feldbrill, at a CBC 
Festival concert in 1968 in the MacMillan Theatre. The basic dyna- 
mic level of the work is pianissimo with the odd flourish to fortissimo 
in various instruments. Tone colours dissolve and fuse through the 
inter-action of the orchestral instruments, often on the same note. 
Ligeti writes “It gradually unfolds to the hearer, as when one goes 
from dazzling sunlight into a darkened room, and gradually per- 
ceives the colours and contours. When | first envisaged these tender, 
entwined almost fluid crystal formations, they were always associa- 
ted in my mind with a sense of great spatial and temporal distance.” 


“Concerto for Orchestra” was commissioned by Serge Koussevitsky 
and first performed by the Boston Symphony under his direction in 
New York on December 1, 1944. Its success was remarkable with 
Barték being called to the platform several times; appropriate North 
American recognition was finally his less than a year before his 
death. Of this five movement piece, Bartok wrote, “The title of this 
symphony-like orchestral work is explained by its tendency to treat 
the single instruments or instrument groups in a ‘concertant’ or 
soloistic manner. The ‘virtuoso’ treatment appears, for instance, in 
the fugato sections of the first movement (brass instruments), or in 
the perpetuum mobile-like passage of the principal theme in the 
last movement (strings), and especially in the second movement, in 
which pairs of instruments consecutively appear with brilliant pass- 
ages ...its general mood represents, apart from the jesting second 
movement, a gradual transition from the sternness of the first move- 
ment and the lugubrious death-song of the third, to the life assertion 
of the Finale.” . 


Jane Solose, from Niagara Falls, Ontario is in her fourth year in the 
Bachelor of Music in Performance Course. She has been a finalist in 
the Young Artists’ Competition sponsored by the Hamilton Phil- 
harmonic and has performed on television with that orchestra. Miss 
Solose studied piano with Myrtle Guerrero and, for the past two 
years, with Patricia Parr.
